Last Words Embodied A Plea For Mercy And Message 


of Forgiveness 


Charles Louis Tucker is dead. 


At twelve and one-half minutes 
after midnight 
this 
(Tuesday) 


morning he paid ths penalty in 
the electric chair which the law 
demands for the crime of 
mur- 


der. 


The 
young man walked from 


his cell in Charlestown prison to 
the death chai«- --'ith a firm, brisk 
step. He declined the arm of the 
prison guard and seemed strange- 
ly indifferent to his fate. 
Whet: 


the final moment came, he was 
the coolest man in 
the 
apart- 


ment. 


The prisoner first learned that 


that the hour of his death was 
at and when the door of his cell 
was opened by a guard who said, 


"Tucker, we are ready". 
The 


man thus summoned unhesitating- 
ly walked from the cell and pre- 
ceded the 
jail 
officials 
to 
the 


chair. 


As he approached 
the 
chair, 


Tucker drew from his right trous- 
ers pocket a slip of paper from 
which he read in a scarcely audi- 
ble tone the following: 


"I hope that God will forgive 


me for all the wrongs I have ever 
done in my past life. 
I forgive 


everybody who has ever wronged 
me. 
I am 
at 
peace with my 


Maker. 
May God have mercy on 


my soul." 


When TucKer 
had 
placed 
this 


document in his pocket 
he turned 


quickly, gave one swift 
glance 
to- 


ward the electric 
chair and 
then, 


feeling for its footrest so that 
he 


might easily find thc scat of the in- 
strument of death, he closed his eyes 
and did not open them agaiu. 
Care- 


fully and surely he sat himself in the 
chair. 


He rested back his head, stretched 


out his arms upon the sides 
of the 


cliair, these to i;e strapped in prepar- 
ation for I ho execution.

third time sent through the yielding 
body. 


Tucker was pronounced dead 
at 


12.14, and at 12.19. after all 
three 


legal medical witnesses had 
exam- 


ined the convicted man, he was pro- 
nounced officially dead. 
The repeat- 


ed application of the electric current 
was made, the physicians explained, 
not because Tucker was not dead af- 
ter the first shock, but because of the 
involuntary muscular action of 
the 


heart and of the pulse which emanat- 
ed from the heart action. The medi- 
cal witnesses agreed that the electro- 
cution \vas successful and all stated 
that he was unconscious, if not quite 
dead, at the -very moment the 1S20 
volts of electricity shocked nis body.

Before his death, Tucker wrote the 


ollowing 
letter

"My Dear James—I will take the 


ibeity to write you a few words be- 
foi e this a-', vl thing is executed. Be- 
fore I go any further I wish to ex- 
press my feelings in 
this 
matter. 


First, I ha\e been 
misjudged and 


wrongfully accused of a crime that 1 
know nothing about, one that I am 
entirely innocent of. 


"Second, this 
peculiar 
case 
was 


purely circumstantial, and I did not 
get the benefit of the doubt. 


"Third, some of the members of 


the juiy signed a letter to the Gover- 
nor for commutation, which 
shows 


that they had a doubt in their minds, 
and it also sho\\-s that if they heard 
this new evidence over again in court 
they would have no doubt brought in 
a diffeient \crdirt. 


"Fourth, the stickpin that was pro- 


duced in court as evidence 
by 
the 


government was my own property. 


"Fifth, the Governor bad no right 


to bring tip my past life to co-rnect 
me wit n t'lls crime. 
A 
man 
may 


t*!l you willingly If I were guilty and f 
I would make my peace with God. 
but 1 am not. James, and I die inno- 
cent as a child unborn of this crime. 


"I am so glad, too. 
I may have 


my faults, dear James, and I may 
have good courage, but I never could 
have the courage or the heart to do 
such an awful thing to a woman. 
God alone knows my heart, and He 
knows that I did noi commit this aw- 
ful crime. 


"The Governor, who I think is very 


unjust, has gone against me, and if 
nothing turns up to interfere 
I will 


have to die, and I assure you I will 
die brave and like a man. 
I have 


nothing to confess. I am entirely in- 
nocent. 
I have never spoken to you 


about this before. 


'11 have been asked if guilty to con- 


fess, but to tne people that asked 
me I said: T have nothing to con- 
fess; do you want me to tell a lie?' 
That is what I told them, James, and 
I really got real angry about it. 
It 


would be a lie through and through 
if I said anything of tne kind. Now, 
dear James, after this terrible mur- 
der happens I want my folks to have 
my little body so I can be near my 
dear parents. 


"It will be a hard blow to them, 


but, 
dear James, it will be a comfort 


to them to live knowing that I died 
an innocent boy. 


"I am sorry for them, they are so 


good and faithful. I cannot say any 
more, James, tears fall from my 
eyes so fast I can hardly see to pen 
these words to you. 


"Before I close, though, I want to 


thank everybody that tried to help 
me prove my innocence and I also 
thank you again for being 
so kind 


and faithful. 


"My last words to you are that I 


am innocent, and they will be the last 
words that I will have on my lips 
when I die. I am

You can buy a burro for $1.25 in this 


city. All you have to do Is to go down 
to Burro alley anywhere from ten in 
ho morning till late In the afternoon 
and 
strike a bargain with the first 


wood carrier you meet. 
Only make 


sure, advises a Santa Fe (X. M.) ex- 
change, that your eye teeth are secure 
when the bargaining is over, for these 
burro punchers of the southwest are 
the cannic-st traders. 


Burro 'illey is burro headquarters in 


Santa Fe. 
This is a narrow, crooked 


alley, lined with adobe houses. 
In 


the rear ot a curio store, at the end of 
the alley, is a corral where the Joses 
and Pablos and Garcias leave tneir 
burros after their loads of wood are 
sold, and here may be studied burro 
character in all its phases. 


Nearly every burro in the corral will 


wear one of the tiny 
pack saddles 


which can be so deftly loaded with 
stove wood by the Mexicans who keep 
Santa Fe supplied with 
fuel. 
The 


wood is cut in lengths of about two 
or three feet and Is piled in great 
mounds on the pack saddles. 
I' is 


marvelous the skill wiih which the 
Mexicans can load their tiny burros 
with these great loads of wood. Tney 
are deftly fastened with a few twists 
of a rope and they will not slip to one 
side, nor is it possible for the burros 
to shake them off. 


Many of these hewers of wood, 


whose Mecca is Burro alley, walk 40 
miles in a day in order to make a 
sale that cannot 
approximate 
more 


than $1.50. 
If a Mexican wood haul- 


er is prosperous he will have, say, 
three burros. He will cut a supply of 
woo-i tar off in the mountains, per- 
haps 20 miles from Santa Fe. Mid- 
night will find his burros loaded, with 
their packs of wood piled high above 
their backs. Snapping his quirt and 
calling out expletives in Spanish that 
never fail to stir the feet of the lag- 
gards the burro puncher starts nn nis 
long walk to dispose of his 
vares 


Early morning will find him in Santa 
Fe, for the burros are fast walkers 
when there is a Mexican behind them 


Once In Santa Fe the burro driver 


walks along the streets until he 
is 


hailed by some householder who has 
just run out of wood. 
There is a t-iin- 


ute's haggling and an inspection of the 
pitch-fille'l pinon wood on the backs 
of the burros. 
Then the ropes are 


jerked, the loads of wood fall to the 
earth, and Pablo or Jose pockets hi: 
money and starts back toward Burro 
alley 
Here the burros are put in 


the corral and the driver sallies forth 
Early in the afternoon the burros ar< 
driven out of the corral and the home 
ward march is begun. 
The drive: 


does not reach home until late. His 
earnings f.re small, but he is content 
He turns his burros out to "rustle' 
for themselves—for nobody ever thinks 
of 
feeding a burro—and in a lew 


hours he is ready to start again on 
the long walk to Santa Fe.

animals that are driven to Santa Fe 
The burro ma/ be ready to drop unde 
the cruel weielit of his load, but he 
looks content,

been burned to death. 


A third experiment showed that the

The object of the ex- 
hibition is educational, the colonists de- 
siring to show to the world the re- 
BOurcea and possibilities of the colony 
as one of the world's food-producing 
factors; to demonstrate its vast min- 
eral resources and to draw attention 
to picturesque and unrivaled scenery, 
its thermal wonders and the exceptional 
opportunities offered to sportsmen. A 
further object is to bring to the no- 
tice of the more industrial nations of 
the world the great field offered by 
New Zealand as an outlet for enter- 
prise and tf>r the use and consumption 
of all manier of up-to-date appliances 
and manufactures. 


The imports of New Zealand in 1905, 


at least three-fourths of which are 
manufactured goods, amounted in value 
to ?66,000,000. Of course, Great Britain, 
the home country, furnished the great 
bulk of this trade. The commonwealth 
of Australasia was next in the list and 
following her came the United States, 
which furnished goods to the value of 
$8,000,000. When it is considered that 
this great expenditure for foreign sup- 
plies is made for the use of a colony 
with a population of but 850,000 per- 
sons it can be readily seen what a rare 
opportunity is offered for exploiting 
New Zealand with up-to-date manufac- 
tures.

How were the planets made? Prof. 


R. G. Moulton, of the University of 
Chicago, has another alternative to La 
Place's theory of the formation of the 
planetary systems. 
It is that 
the 


planets and their satellites have been 
formed around primitive nuclei of con- 
siderable dimensions existing In spiral 
nebulae probably 
similar 
to 
those 


which Prof. Keeler showed to be many 
times more numerous than all the neb- 
ulae of all other types. 
The growth 


of each necleus was caused by the 
gradual accretion of smaller masses 
and the method of this growth which 
is suggested accounts for all the dif- 
ferent types of bodies now found in 
the solar system, and for their pres- 
ent motions and velocities on dynam- 
ical principles.

nebula is supposed 
to

formed oy the near approach of an- 
other star to the body which is now 
our sun. 
This exterior attraction set 


up tides in the solar matter, and, be- 
ing continued, actually caused 
im- 


mense masses to be ejected and drawn 
out in the spiral form.

j sumption the spiral would emerge from

If this doe3 not conceal them from, 
their enemy they drop their tails. The 
caudal appendage jumps 
from the 


ground and makes a frantic dance all 
by itself, and if the pursuer is delud- 
ed into seizing it the lizard avails it- 
self of the chance to escape and 
another tail.

harmless things, with pathetic eyes, In 
which lurks an expression of weari- 
ness and disillusion, as though they 
were as old as the world itself and had 
found it all vanity and vexation of 
spirit. They are fond of plaintive mti-

on Sunday at the New Church chapel, 
Little Harbor road: 


The eighty-fourth Psalm is emin- 


ently the song of a worshipful heart. 
Not a didactic treatise on worship, 
but full of the benefits of worship. 
To read the Psalm attentively is to 
enter into the sphere of the liveliness 
which the theme inspired. 


We enjoy lovely music, charming 


production of art and everything 
beauiiful with a. spirit of spontaneity, 
and so we can enjoy our -worship. 
Still it is useful at times to leave our 
pure enjoyment in order to give our- 
selves a rational answer why we en- 
joy a thing of beauty. 
Shall we not 


give to ourselves -a. rational answer 
to one question: "Why do we enjoy 
and value our worship?" 


The tender attachment, the secur- 


ity and protection, 
the 
encourage- 


ment in sickness and adversity, the 
presenting oneself, before the Lord in 
worship, and the know ledge that the 
Lord is present with man in his wor- 
ship—all these are themes 
in 
the 


Psalm which are as 
descriptive of 


feelings as read with worshippers to- 
day as they were with the Psalmist 
two thousand years ago. Shall we 
not feel profoundly thankful that our 
times permit such experiences and 
that our noble country is the home of 
a God-fearing people? 
Still, if we 


would allow in our thought only this 
view of our worship, we should per- 
haps be little 
different 
from 
the 


Pharisee who went into the temple 
to pray, finding only good things to 
say about himself, while at the very 
moment he despised the humble Pub- 
lican. Nor should we know our real 
'worship if we had nothing but carp- 
ing 
fault-finding. 
The 
Publican 


standing afar off in the 
temple re- 


membered this: 
"Lord, be merciful 


to me, a sinner." He remembered 
God, His mercy, and side by side with 
them his own sinfulness; 
he 
was 


conscious of te great good and for- 
got not what was deficient. 


So should we remember what we 


have and what we need in our wor- 
ship. 


If worship is good for our Sunday 


we need to think of both sides and 
to remember also what 
the 
world 


seeks on Sunday, for we are a part of 
the world and share its good and its 
deficiencies. The genuine joy 
and 


pleasure we obtain from our worship 
is only a part, and the shadows that 
are cast from our church goers, ordi- 
nary Sunday rest in wearying 
idle- 


ness, and exhausting and distracting 
reading of Sunday papers, or the pur- 
poseless wanderings in the 
woods, 


Aith their worse companions of the 
numberless doubtful Sunday 
amuse- 


ments are not merely the faults we 
may criticise in others, but they are 
a part of our own 
and 
positions 


which at times comes over us, when 
we either do not go, or go only un- 
willingly to a service for -worship. 


Beautiful are the woods indeed in 


this charming Summer time, but they 
do not give us inspiration to worship 
Divinity, if we do not bring God >with 
us into the woods. They do not in- 
spire us with noble, practical 
feel 


ings, if we do not bring the nobility 
with us Jn the 
heart. 
Monotonous 


lounging does not give rest, nor fri- 
volous variety in reading the real 
variety we used as contrast >with the 
week's friction and care. 


What, then, is there in 
worship 


with the two as thus gathered in the 
Lord's name that affords 
at 
once 


healthful change, true rest in bal- 
ancing the human life, and a sympa- 
thetic appreciation of Art, beauty anc 
Nature. It lies in the Revelation to 
which the Sunday worship leads. To 
it the Savior pointed when He said: 
"Search the 'Scriptures, for in then: 
ye think ye have eternal life, and 
they are they which testify of Me.' 


•Man is both a natural and a Spir 


itual being. The week exercises anc 
exhausts his physical 
nature. 
The 


true counterpart to that life is, on 
Sunday to feed and exercise the eter 
nal soul. "I am a soul and leave 
< 


body" is the new gospel which mus 
supcrcecd tho old philosophy "I am a 
body and have a soul." and the true 
equilibrium which the Twentieth Cen- 
tury man needs is the balance be- 
tween soul and body, an equipoise 
that is gained by a whole 
hearted

sign of the flag was officially adopted, 
it is said, on June 14. 1777, and with 
one unimportant change 
has con- 


tinued to be the symbol of the 
na- 


tion's sovereignty ever since. 
It is 


not positively known 
what 
banner 


the patriot troops carried at Bunker 
Hil, but it is popularly supposed that 
they carried a blue flag with the cross 
of St. George and a figure of a pine 
tree on a white field in toe corner. 
The legal provision adopted 129 years 
ago by Congress declares that the 
flag of the United States is to be 
"thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the 
union be 
thirteen 


stars, white in a blue field."—Ex- 
change.

Tracy. U. S. X., retired, formerly of 
ibis city, died at his 
residence on 


jEiigJewcod avenue, Brookline. Mass.. 
on Monday. His death caused gener- 
al sorrow. 


He was senior inspecting officer of 


the Boston navy yard at the time of 
his death. 


The officer was a native of Penn- 


sylvania and was 
appointed 
from 


that state on Oct. 27, 1859, and was 
at the Xaval Academy 1S59-61. 
He 


was attached to the frigate St. Law- 
rence of the Atlantic squadron in 
1861 and aided in the destruction of 
the privateer Petrel. 
He was later 


on the steam gunboat 
Octorara of 


the Mississippi squadron. 


He was promoted

Dec. 10, 1862, and was on the South 
Atlantic blockading squadron 
from 


1S63 to 1S65. He was at Charleston

He was commissioned a 
lieutenant- 


commander on July 25, 1866, and was

He was 
at the Naval Academy, 1870-72; on 
the Alaska of the European 
station 


1873-75, and on the 
Juniata of 
the 


European squadron in 1876. 


He was retired on Oct. 
22, 1878

particularly

known in insurance circles. 


He w^s ordered back to active duty
